Besides his dissent in the civil 


rights workers' case, Warren 
dissented 
against a majority 


vote that federal labor law does 
not bar libel suits seeking mon- 
ey damage under state law for 
organizing campaign. Fortas1 
two dissents were the same as 
Warren's. 


Whether White will ever take 


a position that will give him a 
fair and fixed title as liberal or 
conservative is far from clear 
yet. He's been a pretty inde- 
pendent spirit. He had three 
dissents. 


Clark, with only two dissents 


out of the 18 cases examined, 
could hardly fit into a conserva- 
tive iacket Fortas, new on the 
bench this past term, on h i s 
record this year belongs in the 
liberal grouping. 


Harlan and Stewart were the 


most conservative but their de- 
cisions were not rigidly conserv- 
ative.

losing b r i d g e player who 
seems to false-card for the 
sheer joy of false-carding. 
Spch a player would play his 
jack of spades on the opening 
lead of today's hand and pro- 
ceed to blame bad luck when 
West continued the suit and 
gave his partner a ruff of the 
third lead. Actually the jack 
play is a dead giveaway. West 
doesn't see the deuce in dum- 
my and knows that his partner 
can't have it. W i t h three 
spades, East would play his 
lowest. With only two spades 
his higher. 


However, S o u t h did play 


the deuce and West shifted to 
the jack of diamonds. It was 
so l i k e l y that South would 
hold the singleton spade and 
East the three spades that 
West did not think he could 
afford to lead a second spade. 


South went right up with 


dummy's ace. At this point 
most East players would be 
so proud of that king of dia- 
monds that they would play 
a high diamond to tell the en- 
tire world about it.
